“In  a time  often  characterized  by  troubled  youth,  uncertain  of  their  future  and  unsure  of  what 
career  path  to  follow,  understanding  where  you  are  going  and  how  you  will  support  yourself  is  a 
most  important  step  in  knowing  who  you  really  are.  For  most  of  your  life,  people  have  been 
leading  you,  telling  you  what  is  good  for  you,  making  an  effort  to  help  you  have  a better  life 
than  the  one  they  experienced;  but  often  times  this  is  misunderstood  and  interpreted  as 
rejection.

The  world  of  “don't"  quickly  changes  into  the  world  of  “do"  and  the 
problem  of  “what  to  do"  replaces  the  cries  of  "what  not  to  do"  by  your  parents,  teachers  and 
others. 

You  suddenly  find  many  people  that  make  more  mistakes  in  a day  than  you  made  in  your 
twelve  years  of  school,  and  eventually  you  find  you  are  not  so  bad  after  all!  So  don't  give  up. 
You  already  know  you're  a mechanic,  carpenter,  hairdresser,  commercial  artist,  electrician,  baker, 
cook,  plumber,  printer  or  nurse's  aide  . . . You  are  a highly  skilled  person  that  knows  where 
you're  going  and  how  to  finance  your  goals  and  dreams.  You're  one  of  the  best  trained 
technicians  in  your  age  group.  You're  more  employable  than  most  of  your  counterparts.  So  go 
out  into  the  world  of  work  prepared  to  use  your  education  to  continue  learning."
